Buddhists, The impersonal church has 
become the dictatorial tyrant of the per- 
sonal soul.

This condition of things leads to hy- 
pocrisy among thousands of the spiritu- 
ally devout.

The law of matter is to change, to die, to 
disintegrate. Composed, in part, of mat- 
ter, our physical nature must die, under 
the universal law. But what of the form- 
less thought to which we give birth, and 
the formless thinker behind it? The 
whole tendency of irrational religious 
dogma, creed and teaching, in this age. 
has been, logically, to the creation of a 
class of educated materialists, and the 
universities of the old world and the 
new, are honeycombed with them. 

The moral and religious counter-bal- 
ance of truth, against this dread philoso- 
phy of a perfect oblivion for body and 
soul in an earthly grave, is given to this 
age, because in this age alone could it be 
properly examined, analyzed, received 
and comprehended by both the intellect 
aud the moral nature. It is found in the 
return, the conscious manifestation, the 
ministry of the decarnated, who, by their 
presence and teachings, prove our im- 
mortal existence and illustrate its nature. 
It was timely in its advent; is forceful in 
its teaching; consistent in its philosophy; 
glorious in its comfort and inspiration, 
and has come to stay, and to enlarge the 
area of personal freedom aud independ- 
ence in all niatters of a religious nature. 
Is it strange that dogmatists of the vari- 
ous creedal schools and churches cry out 
against it? 


A CHAPTER ON SPIRIT COM- 
MUNION. 
Learn to sitt the chaf from the wkeat 


in your spiritual investigations and pre- 
sent only the latter for acceptance, The 
chaff cannot be kept apart from the pure 
grain when harvesting and will not be 
accepted as an unmixed commodity. In 
spirit communion there is much to be 
guarded against in this respect. We 
canuot expect an unalloyed intercourse 
between the world of spirits and that of 
mortals until we have learned how to 
guard against imposition, or where con- 
ditions are unfavorable. In the first in- 
stance experience is necessary if intuitive 
wisdom is lacking to judge. In the lat- 
ter the blame may lie with either the me- 
dium or sitter exclusively, or with both 
together. Temper, time and tempera: 
ture often constitute a third obstacle in 
the way of perfect communion, and 
gives us a trinity to deal with, even in 
one of the special features of Spiritual- 
ism. But whatever the direct cause, it 
gives room for criticism, condemnation 
and the cry. of fraud—if not always for 
the recipient, most invariably for the 
non-participant. Because we receive a 
test or half-a-dozen tests from as many 
spirit friends or relatives, does not make 
every other message we receive in con- 
junction with them reliable. A few 
words from simple Mary or John going 
direct to the point is worth more than a 
long unmeaning dissertation following 
it signed by Jesus Christ, George Wash- 
ington or General Jackson. And it is 
on the latter that so many stumble, run- 
ning away with the idea that they are 
specially favored, when one mischievous 
spirit is playing the part of a dozen 
others. Relating this to others, whether 
Spiritualists or not, a doubt is expressed 
because the truth of it is sensed, and in 
the majority of cases the whole thing is 
pronounced a fraud. They are invaria- 
bly right in a measure, only that they 
reflect on the medium instead of suspect- 
ing the spirit fraud. Investigators can- 
not afford to tell all they know as accept- 
ed truth. Either they must hold to that 
only which they positively know to be! 
true, or give the rest as chaff, if they 
wish to dispose of it, and not try to 
palin it off as wheat. We often have 
been compelled to reject reports of se- 
ances or sittings with mediums because 
so much of the spurious {as herein -uu- 
derstood) has been showered in with 
the true tests, that the whole thing had 
n natural appearance of fraud aud would 
have been damaging to the mediums if 
published. Even if true, envy alone 
would cause many to disbelieve that an- 
other has been favored with a message 
from an exalted spirit, or one supposed 
to be. Thus it is best for the majority 
to eliminate such items from their re- 
ports, except the message is impersonal 
and conveys something of real worth or 


true merit. There is no doubt at all that 
some mediums and iuvestigators have 
occasional communications from well- 
known exalted individuals, but that 
gives them no reasons for advertising it 
abroad, except under conditions as stated 
above. And there is no doubt at all that- 
many are deceived—self-love being in 
most instances the silent motor that 
evolves these deceptions. Often we get 
but what we ask for—demand as it were 
—either unwittingly psychologizing the 
medium into giving it, or attracting 
some spirit who accomodates us for rea- 
sons best known to him or her at the 
time, and which later proves to be a les- 
son needed to learn ns caution or wis- 
dom, discrimination and perspicuity in 
matters spiritual. If deception follows 
such a condition of mind, who is the 
deceiver in this case? It is neither the 
spirit nor the medium, but the inquirer. 
He is deceiving himself, or, at least fur- 
nishing the conditions entirely through 
his own personality to be deceived. But 
the mediuin is blamed, of course. The 
minority are generous enough to take it 
upon themselves, for there are but com- 
paratively few investigators who know 
enough about themselves to see the de- 
fective journal in their spiritual ma- 
chinery. Next comes the combination 
between the medium and sitter. This is 
productive of bad results if harmony of 
spirit is lacking either between the sit- 
ter and medium or the spirit desired and 
the mediuin. In such cases a substitute 
is often produced, who personates a 
spirit friend by request, and if an error 
occurs in dates or names it also genera- 
tes doubt, and the medium is accused of 
having been posted, but failed to play 
his or her part perfect enough to satisfy

humor too affects spirit communion at 
times. Weather affects some mediums 
while others are positive toit. Time, 
Magnetic conditions, daylight, darkness 
are stipulations made by some and not by 
others. We may obtain bad results 
through one médinm in the evening and 
good in the morning or afternoon. Ex- 
perience must be our instructor in this 
respect, and those who lack it should 
neither be in a hurry to condemn or in- 
struct others: for it is only through prac- 
tical experience and experiments that 
anyone is able to distinguish the chaff 
from the wheat in spirit communion. 


Johu Simms, a citizen of Alabama, was 
drawn on ajury. He refused to take the 
usual oath on the ground that Jesus said 
“Swear not atall.” He affirmed, but he 
then announced that he would not con- 
vict the prisoner, for Jesus also said: 
“Judge not, that ye be not judged.” It 
seems that Mr. Simms runs an illicit dis- 
tillery, “and when a deputy marshal 
served the warrant of the Federal court 
upon him he tore up the document, told 
the bearer that he had raised the coru 
and proposed to distill it without con- 
cealment; that it was nobody’s business 
but his own and, finally, that the deputy’s 
room was more valuable than his com- 
pany.” He acted thus on the same 
ground that he refuses to pay his taxes 
or hold bimseif in any way amenable to 
man’s laws, viz.: that he is a child of God 
and is answerable solely to God for his 
conduct. Why he does not follow the 
example ‘of Jesus in paying his taxes 
does not appear, but it must be confessed 
that Mr. Simms is a much more consist- 
ent Jesusite than most Christians, and 
he will probably find that his devotion 
to the precepts of the Savior will get him 
into trouble with God’s ministers of 


justice. He will probably learn that, in 
Christian lands, the correct thing is to 
worship Jesus and obey the sheriff, and 
that however legitimate it was for Jesus 
to tum water into wine in Palestine it is 
a pnuishable offense to turn corn into 
whisky in Alabama without a license.— 
Twentieth Century.

foremost minds in the field of work 
have not seen the necessity of establish- 
ing a university course of training and 
development which would guarantee a 
greater degree of harmony in the higher 
truths than as now presented or is ap- 
parent. It is evident that the promis- 
cuous skirmishing all along the line 
without special regard to system or 
ideals of attainment should speedily 
give way to more systematic and discip- 
linary work. The many remarkable man- 
ifestations which we have had of media- 
torial and mediumistic powers cannot 
be too highly praised. But would not 
much of the apparent and in some cases 
real conflict of testimony of projected 
thought, which we receive through this 
mediumistic channel, be corrected 
through a special course of physical. 
mental and psychological training and 
development of the sensitive. Are there 
not too many developing circles where 
no regard io paid to the organic fitness 
of the subjects for development? Is 
there not danger in the expressed 
thought—"“let spirits run Spiritualism” 
unless they are subject to selection? A 
little thought will show these queries to 
be full of significance in relation to the 
prosecution and prosperity of the cause 
we are considering. A few words in re- 
gard to education as a necessary prelim- 
inary discipline and I will close this 
article. 

Itis true that some most wonderful 
inspirational thoughts bave been given 
us through the organisms of youths and 
of some exceedingly illiterate adults. 
This does not prove the necessity of il- 
literacy or of youthfulness in inspira- 
tional work. It does emphasize the phe- 
nomenal power of some spirit intelli- 
gence to work in exceptional cases. We 
have only to look at the inspirational 
work of scores of mediums and detect 
in the analysis of their work a steady 
growth in depth of soul expression, 
clothed in ever increasing beauty of dic- 
tion and appealing to the understanding 
in ever increasing force of logic. And 
what is better than all else, the sunshine 
of sympathy and holiness reflected 
through a finely disciplined mentality, 
with a breadth of intellectual attain- 
ments, with acute mora) discernments— 
all being the resultants of educational 
processes taking place in and around 
the medial powers of the individual. 

It may be said that the passivity which 
is necessary to a medium will be de- 
stroyed by the university training of 
which I am advocating. In every de- 
partment of educational discipline the 
character of the desired development is, 
or should be, kept in view when apply- 
ing the processes for such development, 
for after all, the processes really signify 
more than the matter when unfolding 
the hidden possibilities within the hu- 
man Organism. Evidences are too pro- 
nounced in every department of human 
activity to require special argument for 
the establishment of educational insti- 
tutions in the interest of Spiritualism. 
The present zig zag, multiplex, undis- 
ciplined, haphaz and irresponsible fum- 
bling with the truth, which must repre- 
sent the cause to the world, deservedly 
receive no special recognition by savant 
or scientist. We can rest assured that 
recognition will be withbeld until a sya- 
tem of work is established worthy the 
name of scientific procedure. 

There is no finality to Spiritualism any 
more than there is to astronomy—the 
science of mathematics—chemistry or 
any ofthe experimeutal or exact sciences. 
Its multiplex character is that which 
shall place it in the catalogue of sciences. 
The elementary—the combined—the con- 
tinuous resultauts ever in a line of 


and inventions from a higher spirit 
source. 

Now look at Shakespeare. He had ca- 
pacity, but only alitule culture and ex- 
perience. He was led to, or engaged 
about, a theatre where spirits loving the 
stage could more easily reach him. So 
(and I am not saying anything new) a 
band of ancient Greek dramatists and 
poets of the highest order, took charge 


and every evil, every wrong that bur- 
dens society at large traced to its final 
source rests upon and within the indi- 
viduals composing it. Noone who views 
the civilization of our time aright can 
attribute its errors and short-comings to 
extraneous causes.

Friends, as Spiritualists I have an idea 
that we should be faithful exponeuts and 
adherents of Spiritualism.

The medium then step- 
ped into a bag, which was large enough to con- 
ceal his whole figure, head an all, and was closed 
atthe top with a drawing string, which was 
tied into several tight knots, and the knots 
then having been sealed up, the medium was 
placed upon a chair, into the so-called cabinet, 
which consisted of a curtain to the height of 
about three feet, drawn across one corner of 
the room on a wire. A slale was then taken, 
passed around for inspection, and having been 
passed over a heated lamp chimiiey to eradicate 
any so-called chemical preparation, the slate 
was put intoa box, which was locked with a 
padlock, the key taken out and held by an out- 
side party, the padlock then enclosed in an en- 
velope, which was sealed, also the whole cover 
of the box was sealed up with strips of white 
paper and sealing wax. After all these arrange 
ments had been completed, those present 
joined in singing, when three raps gave the 
sighal that all was completed, and on taking 
the medium out of his terrlble place of confine- 
ment with not even a space for breathing. The 
box was opened and contained writing in chalk, 
which was examined by everyone present. 
When Mr. Bogert reached this point of his 
testimony, a messenger approached him, call- 
ing him away to the sick bed of a dearly be- 
loved daughter, and his report was left un- 
finished, but itis to be hoped that the news- 


ners who now discuss the mediuimship of 
this gentleman, as the W. S. Davis case, will 
hold back a little longer with their decision 
till he has had a fair and impartial trial,
